PARIS — (/P), — French diplomatic 


quarters heard reports Thursday night 
that 600,000 reservists had been called 
to duty in Germany and that France 
had assured Poland of automatic mil- 
itary assistance in event of aggression.

ported to Paris that "men and of- 
ficers of the German army" as well 
as Nazi party formations were secretly 
moving into Danzig, the Free City on 
the Baltic which Germans assert will 
"return home to the Reich" and which 
Polish spokesmen say is part of "the 
sun and air of our" existence."

Bailey of Arkansas announced Thurs- 
day night he had obtained top rating 
for all of the state's direct obliga- 
tions, facilitating his plans to refund 
the state's $140,000,000 in highway 
bonds. 


Bailey received letters from Chair- 


man Leo T. Crowley of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and C. 
B. Upham, deputy comptroller of the 
currency, raising the rating of the 
state's bonds from substandard to stan- 
dard classification. The governor said 
tho action had the approval of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 


"Heretofore, substandard ratings of 


Arkansas bonds have precluded the 
purchase of the bonds by banks out- 
side Arkansas," Mr, Bailey said. 


"This neto policy on the part of these 


agencies means an entirely new mar- 
ket is opened up for the sale of Ar- 
kansas bonds. 


"The sum total of the significance 


of this new policy is that Arkansas's 
credit is firmly and finally re-estab- 
lished as a credit of the respectability 
which should be accorded to a sov- 
ereign state.

the turn, the vision is first blurred, 
then there is a blue haze, and after 
that a sudden sensation of intense 
blackness.' At the same time there is 
a fueling of weakness in .the limbs, 
amounting to inability to move the 
arms or legs. 


The'blackout may last one or two 


seconds, or often as much as 20 sec- 
onds. If it lasts any longer, the avia- 
tor may become unconscious. One 
flight lieutenant who was recording 
lis experience determined that the 
Blackout in his case lasted from 12 to 
.5 seconds, after which he suddenly 
becaim'e fully conscious. 


In the violent dip and turn after 
hree loops, the ground, which was 5000 
eet below, was dim, giving a sensa- 
tion that you get when reading small 
>rint too close to your eyes. It is be- 
ieved that the entire set of symptoms 
esults from having the blood drawn 
rom the brain by centrifugal force. 
Schemes have been worked out for 
reventing' this condition. One is to 
bend the body sharply forward as the 


Another is to have an adjustable scut 
Which woull lend to reduce the full 
influence of gravity. A third is to 


wear a tight webbed elastic belt which 
would exert a back pressure.

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Vote Compromise 


on Neutrality Bill 


House Would Compel 


President to Embargo 
Actual Weapons Only 


WASHINGTON-W—After dealing 


a jolting, if perhaps temporary, blow 
to the administration by voting for a 
mandatory embargo on the shipment 
of "lethal weapons" to nutipns pt war, 
the house stopped work, shortly be- 
fore midnight Thursday night, on the 
hot issue of neutrality Jew revision, 


For 13 hours, the phsmber had sat 


in session, arguing over the best wsy 
to stay out of .the war. The climax 
of the voting on a host of amendments 
came 
when 
Representative Vorys 


(Rep., O.) succeeded in getting a fav- 
orable vote of 159 to 157 on an amend- 
ment requiring the president to em- 
bargo arms and munitions (but not 
"implements gf war") destined for 
belligerents. 


The neutrality law now on ths statute 


books calls for an embargo on arms, 
munitions, and instruments pf war. 
The administration desired to knpck 
this embargo o«t of the law entirely, 
pleading for a freer hand for #ie pres- 
ident in conducting international af- 
i'sf.rs. 


By exempting "implements of war," 


legislators understood that they were 
exempting such articles as aircraft, 
trucks and oil, although Vorys hinj- 
self indicated that the meaning of the 
phrase was not clear.

NEW YORK.—(JF)—Details virtually 


were completed Thursday for two Sep- 
tember heavyweight bouts. The As- 
sociated Press learned that these two 
bouts, looking toward a meeting be- 
twen the victors next spring, would be: 


1. Champion Joe Louis in Detroit 


against Bob Pastor, the ex-New York 
University footballer who went 1C 
rounds aboard his bicycle with Louis 
two years ago. 


2. Tony Galento against the only 


other outstanding challenger of the 
•m'oment, Lou Nova of California, eith- 
er in Philadelphia or New York. 


Arrangements of these bouts, which 


would find the already talked-of re- 
match of the Louis-Galento thriller 
coming.off probably next June if both 
get by, featured a day full of fistic 
developments, that included: 


Louis Gets Bruise. 


1. Louis, his only mark from Tony's 


left-hand shots a deep bluish bruise 
under the right eye, revealed that he 
went into the ring with the intention 
of letting the fight go about 10 rounds 
and changed his mind when he was 
floored in the third. 


2. Joe Jacobs, Galento's manager 


disclosed that Tony wasn't as serious 
about his training for Louis as he had 
made out. "Why," Jacobs said, "He 
was out almost every night till one or 
two o'clock, and he smoked cigars and 
drank beer the same as always." 


3. Revelation of the fists of Galento 


and Max Schmeling (two years ago) 
that Louis' chin is vulnerable, caused 
just about every fight manager to hurl 
a challenge at the chalnfeion. Even Joe 
Gould spoke his piece on behalf 'of a 
return go for Tommy Farr, who lasted 
15 rounds with Louis. Promoter Mike 
Jacobs turned thumbs down on this 
one, since it involved holding the fight 
in London. Another challenge came 
from Melio Bettina, recognized in New 
York state as light heavyweight rham- 
pion. 


4. Promoter Jacobs announced that 


gross receipts from the crowd of 34,852, 
plus $50,000 from radio and motion pic- 
ture rights, brought" the total gross 
proceeds from Wednesday night's fight 
to ?333,302.68, from .which, after federal 
and state taxes were deducted, Louis 
collected ?114,332.87, thus bringing his 
total ring earnings over the ?1,500,000 
mark. Galento's "cut" was ?50,020.63. 


5.. Referee ArthUE Donovan, who has 


been the third man in the ring in all 
Louis' fights here, decided he had 
never officiated at a "hotter" fight and 
said that until Tony went down in
